Whatever big inovo the Germans 


may be preparing'for on the western 
battlQ front, they are finding an active 
and alert foe confronting them. The 
French official statement in particular, 
fairly bristles with accounts of in- 
tensive artillery and raiding activities 
and more important minor thrusts 
against the Germans in various sec- 
tors. In addition, the latest British 
aviation report indicates such thorough 
command of the air that in one day's 
fighting 
27 German machines were 
brought down while the British losses 
were only six machines. 
French Deliver Telling Blows 


French troops figured in the most 
telling strokes delivered by the in- 
fantry last night, both in Flanders and 
south of the Somme. 
French Advance Line 


In the former area an operation was 
carried out which advanced the French 
line somewhat in the region east of 
ijocre, an important holding point 
against flanking operations directed at 
Mont Rouge. 
British troops made a

Encountered English Squadron 


On July 5, 1S13, Capt. Hull, in com- 


mand of the Constitution, was ordered 
from Annapolis to New York. 
On the 


way he encountered a formidable Eng- 
lish squadron consisting of four frig- 
ates, a Hne-of-battle ship, a brig and 
a schooner, command of Commodore 
Broke. 


In a dead calm the squadron gave 


chase. t The only way headway could 
be marie was by towing, and the en- 
emy attached all their bouts to two 
of the 'frigates and succeeded in gain- 
ing enough on the Constitution to 
bring their bow guns to bear upon 
her. 


The chase continued In this way for 


two days, the frigates 
firing with 


their bow guns and the Constitution 
replying \vith her stern chasers. . The 
third day a light breeze enabled the 
Constitution to escape. 


About a month later, tired of wait- 


ing for orders, Capt. Hull set sail from 
Boston and on Aug. 10th fell in with 
the British Frigate Guerriere, 49 guns, 
Capt. Dae res. 


The Guorriere fired her 
starboard 


broadside at long range and imme- 
diately wore around and let go her 
port broadside. 
Capt. Hull used only 


his bow guns as hq could bring them 
to bear, his plan being to wait until 
quite close before beginning serious 
action. For aimost an hour this kind 
of engagement was 
continued, the 


Constitution avoiding a raking- fire. 


Finally Hull set. his light sails and 


headed straight for the enemy and 
met her on the windward side. 
As 


the Constitution drew slowly ahead 
she opened with her forward guns. 
It was hard work to restrain the re- 
mainder of the gun crews, for all 
were anxious for the fray. 
Finally 


the order came and the guns roared. 
In ten minutes the Guerriere's miz- 
zenmast went by the board- 
Next 


went the mainmast. 
Before a half- 


hour had passed the splendid British 
ship had been reduced to a dismantled 
hulk. 


The following day, the engagement 


having been ended as darkueas fell, 
it was found that the Guerriere was 
so badly damaged she could not bo 
saved. 
Capt. Dacres and his crew 


were taken aboard the Constitution, 
and the Guerriere was scuttled and 
set afire. 


The superiority of the Constitution 


in gunnery and 
manoeuvring 
was 


shown in the casualty lists. The Con- 
stitution had but 14 killed and wound- 
ed, while the Guerriere lost 79 in 
killed and wounded. 
Took Prisoners to Boston 


The Constitution sailed for Boston 


with her prisoners, 
arriving 
there 


Aug. 30th, congress voted Capt. Hull 
a gold medal, with silver medals for 
the officers, and 
$50,000 prize money 


for the officers and men. 


In his official report of the engage- 


ment Capt. Hull said:- 


"After informing you that sc fine 


a ship as the Guerriere, commanded 
by an able and experienced 
officer, 


had been totally dismasted and other- 
wise cut to pieces, so as to make her 
not worth towing to port, in the short 
space of 30 minutes, you can have no 
doubt of the gallantry and good con- 
duct of the officers and ship's com- 
pany I» have the honor to command. 
It only remains with me to assure 
you that they all fought with great 
bravery, and it gives me great pleas- 
ure to say thai: from the smallest boy 
in the ship to the oldest seaman not 
a look of fear was seen. 
They all 


went into action giving three cheers, 
and requested to be laid alongside 
the enemy." 


Capt. Dacres of the Guerriere de- 


scribed the conduct of Capt. Hull as 
"that of a brave enemy; the greatest 
care being taken to prevent the men 
losing the slightest article, and the 
greatest attention being paid to the 
wounded. 


Capt. Hull died 
in

Feb. 13, 1S43, after many years of

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Emperor Karl, Empress Zita and Their Childrea 


LEAD REVOLT I

. BERNE, Switzerland, May—Emperor 
Karl is now expected to lead a. revolt in 
his own empire. . 
That's the conclusion drawn from th^ 


latest Austrian development by exiles 
from Austria living and working her3. 


He'll try to change it from a threat- 


ened military outbreak into a. political 
evolution. 


He'll seek to save his Hapsburg dy- 


nasty by splitting from the Hohenzol- 
lerns. 


Karl is expected to act in his capacity 


as king of Hungary, not as emperor of 
Austria. He has dismissed the Austrian 
parliament and undertaken 
absolute 


rule in that part of the empire, immedi- 
ately following his open negotiations 
with the semi-loyal Bohemians, who 
hate their German rulers. 


Hungary continues under parliamen- 


tary government. 


Thus King: Karl is placating Hunga- 


rians and trying to turn them toward 
the plan of a federated state, in which 
Hungarians and Germans will be no 
more powerful than other nationalities 
within the empire, 
in proportion 
to 
their numbers. 


Hungarians huve opposed a federated 


state, not because they love Germans or 
the Hapsburg king, but because their 
alliance with Germans has permitted 
them to lord it over the Slavic and Ru- 
manian elements of Hungary's popula- 
tion, just as the Germans of Austria 
have lorded it over the Bohemians, Slo- 
vaks and Poles. 


Now Hungarians begin to see that 


their dominance over their neighbors is 
purchased at the price of German domi- 
nance over Hungary. 


Therefore, these possibilities loom: 
That King Karl may induce Hungary 


to move for changes in the make-up of 
the empire that will place Hungary on 
a level with the smaller Slav states- 
Bohemia. Moravia. Galicia. Croatia. Sla- 
vonia. Slovenia. Dalmatia, Bosnia. Her- 
zegovina—as the senior member in a 
sort of crowned united states; 


That German Austria may be invited 


to come into this federation on equal 


terms, or permitted to stay out and join 
the German empire; 
That much the same choice may be 


presented to the Rumanians of Transyl- 
vania and the Italians of Istria and 
Trentino. 


This would leave the road open for 


possible reunion of the Serbians and 
Montenegrins with the other Jugoslavia 
peoples, inside a. federated state com- 
posed of Jugoslavs, northern Slavs and 
Hungarians.

Declaring that the hernia from which 
he is suffering is one which was ar- 
tificially produced, in 1910 with bis 
consent, in order that he might there- 
lij' escape military service In Russia, 
Frank J. Donahue of the industrial ac- 


ident board has dismissed the claim 


of Charles Rosen of 135 Howard St.. 
Lowell, for additional compensation, 
under the 
workmen's 
compensation 


act. 


Rosen has been employed by 
the 


United States Cartridge company, and 
claimed that on Nov. 16 last, while 
taking rolls of lead from a cellar, he 
felt a severe pain in the right groin 
and upon a physician's advice submit- 
ted to an operation in St. John's hos- 
pital Dec. 3. 
In the meantime,, he 


received $13.07 each week from 
the 


Travelers Insurance company, which 
had insured the Cartridge 
company 


against industrial accident. The com- 
pany, however, suspended the pay- 
ments on Feb. 4 and on Rosen's claim 
for further payments the matter came 
before the industrial accident board. 


After hearing all the testimony in 


the case, Mr. Donahue of the indus- 
trial accident board made this find- 
ing: 


Upon the evidence in this case 1 


find that tlie employe voluntarily sub- 
mitted to the artificial production of 
a hernia in Russia in 19.10, to escape 
military service in that country; that 
in 1911 lie was operated upon for the 
cure of this hernia at London, Ont.; 
that a severe sepsis followed the op- 
eration and he was confined to the 
hospital at that time for five months; 
that in 1912 he was obliged to wear 
a truss to hold his hernia and that 
he wore this truss steadily up to the 
time of his second operation in Decem- 
ber, 1917; that in 1912, up to the time 
of his operation in December, 1917, he 
had a hernia in his right side; that 
Iu December, 1917, he was 
operated 


upon by the insurer's physician for 
the cure 'of this hernia; that sepsis 
again resulted,- and the operating sur- 
geon was obliged to remove the stitch- 
es and allow the wound to heal by the 
filling In of scar tissue; that the con- 
dition following this second operation 
was the same as that . which existed 
following the first operation and un- 
doubtedly was produced by the same 
cause, i. e., that because of the wound

raised by the still fragmentary news

The fate of coalition 
government 


~ in England has particular ' interest 


for 
the 
United 
States 
because 
a 


similar combination of the two great 
parties into a sort of fusion admin- 
istration for the duration of the war 
has been repeatedly urged by some 
politicians in this country. 


In past' conflicts 
the 
American 


policy has been not. to change horses 
in mid-stream—much 
less 
to 
try 


riding two at once. 
Lloyd George 


has been atemptlng the latter—and 
the horses haven't always 
wanted 


to go the same way. 


--v The coalition ministry was formed 


if; England under the theory that 
the single job of the entire nation 
was the prosecution of the war to a 
victorious finish, and that all 'par- 
ties should be represented 
in,, the 


cabinet while the war lasted, mean- 
while 
dropping 
internal 
political 


squabbles. 


But as a matter of fact, 
political 


strife 
has 
not been 
dropped, and 


though they .have been well camou- 
flaged, the dissensions between 
par- 


ties have actually, in some instances, 
been "made more acute than ever by 
the war. 
As examples, there have 


been the Irish question, the 
labor 


question, free trade, the land prob- 
lem, 
imperialism, suffrage, and 
the 


conflict between politicians and mili- 
tary men. 


The war has fanned the embers 


of many of these 
questions more 


violently than ever, and while some 
observers expected they would .not 
break'Into flame until after the war, 
they now seem to have flared up 
hotly. 


Background of Situation 


The background of the 
situation 


is as follows: 


When the 
war 
broke 
out 
the 


British 
government 
was 
controlled 


by the liberals, 
with Herbert As- 


quith at the head. 
An exclusively 


liberal cabinet held sway for nine 
months; then, just three years ago 
this month, came the first bis up- 
heaval, and the formation of a coali- 
tion cabinet under Asquith. 
After 


18 months, Asquith fell under a vio- 
lent newspaper attack, and the pres- 
ent Lloyd George government, still 
with a coalition cabinet, came in. 


Lloyd George proved, in the opin- 


ion of many political observers 
In 


England, to be just the man for the 
job. 
By shrewd maneuvers he has 


managed since December. 
19] 6, to 


maintain 
the balance between the 


rival interests represented in 
the 


coalition 
government. 


Even 
his 
hnappeased opponents, 


Asquith and 
Lansdowne 
for 
in- 


stance, have admitted his task was 
colossal. 
Abroad there was 
the 


problem of winning the war, direct- 
ing its progress toward desired in- 
ternational ends without 
meddling 


in exclusively military matters, and 
at home there was the difficulty of 
satisfying 
labor on the one hand, 


and the reactionary element on the 
other, while at the same time tiding 
over tho Irish problem till the end 
of the war. 


The result was that Lloyd George 


developed into what 
his 
opponents 


termed a facile rhetorician, a wily 
apologist for past mistakes, a per- 
suasive promise-maker, but a states 
man inclined to erratic methods and 
to the dodging of responsibility. 


These have 
been 
the 
repeated 


charges of his opponents, 
particu- 


larly the 
disgruntled 
wing of the 


liberals. 
As a result, the specifi 


question of 
the 
prime 
minister's 


veracity, which is 
now 
made the 


subject of General Maurice's charge 
and of parliamentary 
inquiry, 
has 


more 
than 
once come up in the 


past. 
Last summer the 
question 
came 


to a head in parliament, 
Asquith 


then, as now, being the leader of the 
attack. 
Lloyd George in a dramatic 


speech 
succeeded 
in re-establishing 


his position. 
The liberals accepted 


his explanations, but keen politica 
students like Alfred G. Gardiner of 
the London Daily News refused to 
withdraw the 
charge 
that 
Lloyd 


George had practically admitted mis- 
representing 
actual facts concerning 


the' prosecution of the war for the 
express purpose of influencing pub- 
lic morale. 


As. a result of the crigis last year, 


many observers viewed 'the political 
situation in England as follows: 


They held that Asquith had made 


his last bow and was on the way 
out from active political power. They 
believed that Lloyd George, 
tem- 


porarily strong in the saddle, would 
inevitably run again into the same 
difficulties consequent on his meth- 
ods of trying to keep the policy of

Labor Party's Development

A QUARTER CENTURY AGO 


Twenty-five years ago at this time 


according to the old Sun, there was a 
big freshet, in the Merrimack river. It 
s very .unusual to have . a freshet as 
late as this but The Sun of May 6.

than be captured. I am in a position 
to supplement Lyon's information by 
extracts from the diary of a Belgian 
soldier who escaped from Germany af- 
ter over three years' captivity. 
He 


was captured at Houthem Saintef Mar- 
guerite, August, 1914, Here are some 
passages from the diary: 


August, 
1914—Two 
wounded 
Bel- 


gians were bayoneted before my eyes. 
At Tongres we were put in cattle 
trucks and sent to Germany. At every 
station wo were insulted 
by mobs. 


Received no food 
until 
we 
reached 


Bremen, uti hours after leaving Bel- 
gium. 


September, 1914—Prisoners are re- 


ported on the slightest pretext are 
forced to step out of line and are 
boxed on the ears by a German non- 
com named Ooom. Smoking forbid- 
den. One of my comrades, Dessaix of 
the 14th, suffering from 
cancer 
of 


stomach, not admitted to hospital until 
he was dying. 


October, 1914—First English prison- 


ers arrived. They are treated with 
greater severity even than we 
are. 


They are so famished that some offer- 
ed us their wedding rings for bread. 
We gave them 
what we 
could—of 


course without pay. When food was 
brought to camp and bread fell into 
the dust or mud, there was a scramble 
for it. Many of us are barefoot. My 
barracks received 30 pants c for 250 
men.

December 13, 1914—We are at Sol- 


tau. Food hardly eatable and scarce. 
Sentries are 
accompanied by dogs 


which they let loose against us on 
slightest

•WASHINGTON, O. C., May 10.—"Yes." 


said Mrs. Harry CJ. Emery, "I know very 
m.ich more about Finland than I want 
to," as she gave a vivid description of 
the journey across the ice fields from 
Russia to Finland, when the Emery's 
were taken prisoners by the Germans 
about two months ago. Mrs. Emery is 
the wife of Prof. Harry O. Emery, who 
was a member of the U. S. tariff com- 
mission under President Taft and who 
was also professor oC economics at Yale. 
Professor Emery is now in a. German 
camp of detention, but Mrs. Emery was 
released and permitted to return home. 
She is now in Washington trying to s'ct 
the state department to hurry matters 
towards a release or exchange of pris- 
oners, whereby her husband can be set 
free. In an interview with The Sun cor- 
respondent Mrs. Emery gave an inter- 
esting account of the capture in Fin- 
land of the party of which she and-Mr. 
Emery were members but felt 
it im- 


proper to talk of the diplomatic and mil- 
itary conditions as she found them. She 
is in splendid health and'calm and well 
poised in spite of the anxiety and hard- 
shins! through 
which 
she has just 


passed. Air. Emery's exact whereabouts 
is not known but he is thought to be.in 
Laurenburg and there seems to be no 
doubt but that ho is safe and allowed 
comparative freedom although not per- 
mitted to leave the camp.

"\Ve were in Russia where Mr. Emery 


had business to transact," said she, "but 
finally we all had to leave Petrograd. 
We stayed till the last minute hoping 
tilings would quiet down, but instead 
they grew worse and worse and finally 
the embassies notified 
us 
that 
they 


would be cloyed ..nd that we must go 
too. 
There was so much confusion about 


finding- what routes were passable that 
time slipped by and in the end we hud 
to hake a hasty choice between a very 
circuitous route'or trying to cut across 
the ice fields and intervening islands 
of Finland. 
We decided on the latter 


j a n d with a party of about twenty start- 
i cd to get to the coast where we could 
take a. ship fur home. Finland is cut 
in two by the warring parties of the 
Heel and White. 
Niether would trust 


the other enough to declare a truce and 
it was almost impossible to get past 
them. Finally we started out on horse 
sledges to cross Finland, the British 
consul' having made the necessary ar- 
rangements as there v/ere a number o£ 
British subjects in the party. It was a 
hundred mile trip across small islands, 
covered with snow and ice and broad 
ice Holds betwee.i the 
little 
islands. 


Some of the islands were so small that 
we crossed them in fifteen minutes'and 
then would be an hour or 
more on 


smooth ice racing along till wo came 
to another small island. We rested oc- 
casionally and changed horses and had 
something to eat at these islands when- 
ever necessary and wo spent one night 
on them.

"When we had got about half way 


across Finland we saw a group of men 
approaching on sledges. 
They proved 


to be German soldiers in icharge of. a 
few officers. 
There were about fifty in 


all. The officers demanded to see our 
pass-ports and examined them care- 
fully. Then they said they must make 
us prisoners and put all under guard 
although we were not 
made to turn 


back." Here Mrs. Emery spoke of the 
fact that although the Americans claim- 
ed Finland was neutral soil and they 


ere not subject to being made pris- 


oners, the Germans did not regard Fin- 
land as neutral, but as one of their 
friendly nations. Although Mrs. Emery 
had not been informed of it until to- 
day, 
that very question has made it 


exceedingly difficult for the state de- 
partment to demand 
the 
release of 


Emery. France has recognized the in- 
dependence of Finland but the United 
States has not and cannot claim that 
Emery was captured on neutral 
soil 


without involving the agreement made 
between Russia and Germany as to Fin- 
land independence, which would bring 
up many delicate and complicated ques- 
tions. Mrs. Emery described the jour- 
ney towards the 
coast 
which 
took 


something more than 24 hours. 
Con- 


tinuing she said, "We traveled on and 
on over snow and ice towards the port 
where the German transports were at 
dock. 
We were passed on from one 


olUcial to another and each time the 
British and Swedish officials tried to 
:iave us released.' At last we reached 
Eckere, the port where the German 
ships came In through great ice fields 


the aid of ice breakers, and where 


Germany has established a naval base 
'nd run up the German flag. The Ger- 
man soldiers speak of it as 'Deutchland.' 


Here all our party was put on board a 


German transport except four 
young 


English girls who were sent directly 
to Stockholm.

toll and sacrlllce, wo nnint produce the 


' ships and destroyers and airplanes, tho 


guns and ammunition, the food, fuel, 
and • clothing, all tho Infinite variety 
of war necessities, Without which our 
armle» will bo powerless. Millions of 
our people are now tolling on the 


farms, in the. factories, and in the ship- 
yards to produce, the cargoes and the 
carriers to be sent across the Atlantic, 
This is the great work that must be 
carried on by the army that stays at 
home—the army of the workers. 
Every Man's Work Counts 


The work that one man does here 


at home may seem to him very small, 
too small to bo measured on the battle 
front, but it is only through the toil 
of individual workers, each doing his 
part, that, the, big .lob ca.n be done. 
Take the building ot" cargo ships, for 
example. In a shipvard the individual 
worker's output is less than a ton of 
shipping In a fortnight, but SO,000 men 
in a big yard will turn out in -a year

OF sue 


Few people ever stop to realize the 


wonderful 
progress 
that 
has 
been 


made in various lines unless something 
is brought to their • attention 
which 


causes them to compare that of the 
olden times with the product of the 
brains of the men of the present. The 
other day, while passing: through Paw- 
tucket street, at the Junction of Mid- 
dlesex street, 
the 
writer's attention 


was drawn to a little summer house on 
the premises occupied 
by the Boyle 


Brothers' bottling establishment. 
A 


closer view disclosed the fact that the 
summer house was nothing more or 
less than one of the old open horse 
cars, with the wheels removed. 
This 


car traversed the principal streets of 
this city a number of years ago and it 
is one of the oldest open horse cars, 
if not the very oldest, in this section, 
it having been used by, the local street 
railway company half a century ago. 


Jn comparison with 
the new con- 


vertible, doubletruck, prepayment cars 
now used on the local lines, it appears 
like a toy car. 
Thousands of people 


remember the dinky 
little one-horse 


cars and 
thousands have 
ridden 
in 


them in the days gone Tjy, when they 
thought them a rapid means of tran- 
sit; and they wera at that sometimes, 
especially wjKn 
the car 
was on a 


down grade or it was meal time .for 
the horses 
and the 
animals showed 


signs of life, or probably on the last 
trip at night, when the driver urged 
his tired steeds to the limit in order 
to get to the car barn as soon as pos- 
sible. 


Just quarter-of-a-century .ago, 1893, 


the street railway company disposed of 
all of its open and closed cars of the 
antedeluvian type, cars too small or 
unfit to be ^electrified. 
Some of them 


were auctioned oft and others 
were 


sold for what they would bring in the 
open market. 
People who purchased 


them made various uses of them, some 
being transformed into summer houses, 
others into sleeping- quarters for the 
summer, while some were carted off to 
the Reaches, etc. 


There were many very small cars, 


but only a few that could compare in 
size and type to that which is now 
owned by the Boyle Brothers. 
This 


• is but 9 1-2 feet in length, 
with 


two-foot platforms on either end. Tbe 
roof of the car is about 7 feet above 
the 'ilooring-and the openings on either 
end are but five and one-Half feet high, 
making it necessary for a tall person 
to stoop upon entering 
if he would 


avoid the danger of smashing the tile 
or bumping'his head. The capacity of 
the car was; 12 persons, six on either 
side, but in case of a big rush 
the 


centre of the car would accommodate 
about six or seven strap hangers. Yes, 
there were straps in those cars the 
same as in the cars at the present 
time, but it is doubtful if they were 
used as much then as now. 


Tne Money Boxes 


At either end of the car was a, mon- 


ey box where, the passenger deposited 
tiis fare, whereupon the driver—there 
was no conductor on those cars, rang, 


little bell, and if a transfer was re- 


quested by the passenger, the driver 
would tie the reins around the brake 
handle and punch a check and hand it 
to the passenger. 


A mirror on the roof of either plat- 


form assisted the 
driver in knowing 


when to start his car after a passen- 
ger boarded, and also to keep tabs on 
the passenger and see that he paid his 
fare. 
In those days, the fair was six 


cents' for adults and four cents for 
children^ and afterwards 
a 
general 


uniform fare of live cents for all was 
made and that was the fare until re- 
cently, when it was increased to six 
cents. 


One large kerosene lamp was at- 


tached to the centre of the inside of 
the roof of the car and this afforded 
plenty of light. 
There was but little 


comfort in Tiding in one of these cars, 
for they were equipped with but one 
truck .of four wheels, the whole affair 
being very stiff and owing to the light 
weight of .the car, when a stone was 
placed on the track, which was very 
often done by some mischievous boy, 
the passengers either got a severe jar- 
ring when the wheel came in contact 
•with the stone, or else the car was 
derailed, but in those days it was an 
easy matter to replace the cars on 
the rails, especially if there were a 
couple of huskies in the vicinity. 


Another Old Car 


The only other car 
of this 
same 


type, the smallest cars ever used, is 
one of the closed or box variety which 
is stowed away in one of the corners 
of the old car barn in Xiakeview av- 
enue. 


The little open car is certainly a 


sight well worth seeing and those who 
happen to be in the vicinity of Mid- 
dlesex and Pawtucket streets should 
not fail to give it the "once over" and 
then compare it with the cars of the 
present day. 


It was in 1864 that the horse rail- 


road was introduced into Lowell, and 
at that time there were four car lines, 
namely: From Merrimack street (now 
Merrimack square) 
to the 
Franklin 


-school in Middlesex street; Merrimack 
street to the corner of Merrimack and 
Pawtucket streets; 
Merrimack street 


to corner 
of Bridge 
and 
Twelfth 


streets, and Merrimack street through 
Nesmith street as far as Rogers Fort 
Hill park. 


The old horse cars were stored in 


the 
car 
barns 
in East Merrimack 


street, now Les Miserables alleys, and 
the car 
barn in 
L/akeview avenue, 


Dracut Navy Yard. Jn the summer of 
1880, fire practically destroyed the car 
barn in East Merrimack street, and a 
large number of horses and a great 
deal of the rolling- stock of the com- 
pany were destroyed. 
After the lire, 


the company purchased many of what 
were then modern cars and the little 
"ten footers" were relegated to the 
rear, some 
being sent to the scrap 


heap while others were sold in 1S93. 


March of Progrc«n 


With the march of progress, 
the 


company determined to electrify 
its 


cars and In 1S91 the power house and 
car barn 
in 
Middlesex street 
waa 


erected, and the following year, all of 
the horse cars that were in good con- 
dition were equipped for use as elec- 
tric cars. Prior to this time, in 1889, 
electric cars were run between this 
city and Lakevlew, but It was In Aug- 
ust, 1S92, that the 
first city electric 


car was placed in operation, that be 
Ing on the Broadway line. 
Some of 


tho open horse cars were also used as 
trailers on the Lfikeview line, but the 
company encountered so much trouble 
a.8 a rcfiult of derailments, that these 
cai-R were abandoned.

iator, waterjackets, hose and pump, a 
thorough cleaning. 


"The best way to do this is to drain 


the water out of the car, then fill up 
the radiator with a weak solution of 
•oda and water. 
Having done this )ct 


the engine run for ten minutes or so. 
Then drain off this liquid and replace 
It with pure water. Again let the en- 
gine run for a few minutes and again 
drain the car. You will then be ready 
to fill your radiators for regular use. 


"This is advantageous because 'at 


cleans out the radiator, water jackets, 
hose and pump

them from deposits, especially those 
.left by anti-freezing mixtures used 
.during the winter which, if allowed to 
•remain in the car, would probably rot 
the hose and do other damage.

CONFERENCE O.V COAL SITUATION 


AT STATE HOUSE, THURS- 


DAY, MAY 18 


BOSTON, May 11.—Mr. W. Frank- 


Shove, president of the National As- 
sociation of Cotton Manufacturers, has 
issued, a call for a conference to be 
held at the state house, at 2.30 o'clock 
in the afternoon of Thursday, May 
1C, to consider the coal situation as 
it affects New England. Commenting 
on the reasons which impelled him to 
call the conference, Mr. Shove said: 
There is imperative need for imme- 
diate and drastic readjustment of traf- 
fic over eastern railroads, if another 
coal shortage far more serious than 
that of last winter is to be avoided 
by the New England states. A state- 
ment just issued by the National Coal 
association shqws that in the face of 
the heaviest demand for coal in the 
country's history, the 
mines 
from 


which New England mainly draws its 
upply have been so hindered by in- 
sufficient car service that they have 
as yet made little, if any, headway 
over last year's record—a record which 
fell 50,000,000 tons short of meeting 
the .nation's needs. 
Indeed, coal-pro- 


ducing sections in the eastern states, 
capable of an output of 11,170,000 tons, 
lost 2,035,500 tons during the week of 
April 20 from coal shortage alone, and 
this at a time when mines should be 
working at top speed 
to 
produce 


stocks for storage against the needs 
of next fall and winter. 


"Leading operators in the great pro- 


ducing area east of the Mississippi, 
whence comes more than 91) per cent. 


of the country's bituminous coal, are 
unanimously of th>3 opinion that next 
winter's 
coal 
shortage 
will be far 


worse than that of last 'winter, un- 
less the mines are at once furnished, 
suilicient cars to increase materially 
their present rate of production. The 
most effective and readily 
available 


remedy for this condition of things is 
a readjustment of traffic over the rail- 
roads, so that coal may be handled in 
sufficient tonnage to take care of the 
industrial and domestic requirements 
of the eastern states, particularly New 
England. Unless such readjustment is 
had at once, certain and disastrous 
interference with the war program of 
the government is inevitable. 


"To make tho situation still more 


serious for New England manufactur- 
ers, the priorities committee of 
the 


war industries board has omitted cot- 
ton, woolen and 
shoe manufactures 


from the preference list issued by it 
on April t!, and advices from Wash- 
ington are to the effect that the list 
will .bo curtailed, rather than expand- 
ed. These and other phases of a criti- 
cal situation will be discussed at the 
conference to be held on May 16. We 
hope that every important manufac- 
turer in New England will attend and 
participate in it." 


TIiniiE-YEAR-OLD MOTOIt CAR IS 


VALUED AS NEW 


ONE; 


Canadian customs authorities hava 


just paid a three-year-old motor car— 
which has already seen 12.600 miles of 
service—the unusual compliment of an 
appraisal at the present market price 
as a new car. 
They proposed to enter 


it in Canada with only the regulationlS 
per cent, discount, and an additional 
20 per cent, for depreciation, just as 
though it had undergone only a few 
months of service. 


The number of the car, whlcli is a 


Dodge Brothers, is 653, indicating that 
it was built late in 1914, less than a 
month after Dodge 
Brothers 
began 


manufacturing motor cars. Its owner 
at Sault Ste. Marie, Mich., attempted to 
drive it into Canada recently, for a 
prospective sale there. 
According to 


customs rulings, depreciation would 
have been more than 50 per cent, for 
a three-year-old car. However, after 
the officials had made an inspection of 
bearings, the body finish and general 
appearance, they ruled that it was 
practically a new car, and based its en- 
trance valuation on the present retail 
price. 
This it is interesting to note, 


is considerably higher than the price 
which prevailed when Dodge Brothers 
car No. 653 was built. 


While the owner of the car was 


gratified, in one sense, with the cus- 
toms ruling, he was not in another. 
For the valuation made the duty so 
high that .prospects of making a used- 
car sale in Canada were so remote that 
he abandoned the thought. 
However, 


he had little trouble in making a sale 
in Michigan.

CONGRESS MAY BE ASKED TO PASS 


LAW FOR REGULAR BRAKE 


INSPECTION 


The success in bringing; about the 


proper suppression of glaring head- 
lights has turned attention to the ne- 
cessity of inaugurating a movement 
to prevent the possibility of accidents, 
due to imperfectly adjusted or defec- 
tive brakes. 


Prominent automobile, police and in- 


surance, men .throughout the country, 
have given their approval to such a 
movement. 'Although no 
compulsory 


legislation. has been passed to com- 
pel such inspection, it has had the 
indorsement. of s^uch officials as Ar- 
thur Woods, former 
police commis- 


sioner of New York city, and Francis 
M. Hugo, secretary of State, New York. 
The popularity of the movement must 
rest upon the almost voluntary sup- 


port of automobile owners, especially 
at first. 


The plan of the movement Is to ask 


every motorist and 
truck owner to 


have his brakes inspected by author- 
ized inspectors at the beginning of tho 
season and at frequent intervals there- 
after. 
An official seal could be devised 


to be placed on the car showing the 
date of the last inspection. 


It is due to such nation-wide move- 


ments as the suppression of glaring 
headlights, the proper way of driving, 
the parking of cars in the less fre- 
quented streets, the necessity of hav- 
ing tail-lights to

collisions, as well as enabling the li-

HELPFUL HINTS 


Be sure to carry an extra set of 


lamp bulbs, so that one can be re- 
placed as soon as it burns out. 
You 


should know the candle-power of the 
bulbs in your headlights, tall light, In- 
strument light and dome light. If not 
you will set them mixed. 
Take them 


out now and make a memorandum of 
the voltage and candlepower of each 
one. 
Keep this memorandum in tho 


box with tho bulbs, and so avoid mis- 
takes. 


How long Is it since you went over 


the connections of the steering mech- 
anism to see that they were fastened 
securely? 
This .should be done ttt 


least once a week, as more damage 
can be done by failure of the steering 
mechanism than by any other caus.e. 
See that lock nuts, lock washers and 
split pins are doing their duty. Try 
each nut with a wrench, unless it Is 
secured by the means mentioned. 


There is more wear reported on the 


side walls of the right tires, due to 
the increasing use of the left side 
drive. 
Some drivers have learned to 


drive up close to the curb without 
touching it. A little practice on your 
part will go a lone way in helping 
you make your tires last their guar- 
anteed mileage. 


Now is a good time to go over 


the rim to see that the various parts 


are not rusted together. 
Give them 


a fresh coat of aluminum or rim paint 
before replacing. 
If this is not done, 


the spring rains will rust thorn to- 
gether so that a demountable rim will 
become a fixture on tho wheel. 


The skilled driver rarely uses Ilia 
brakes, except for an emergency stop 
or when going down hill. 
Learn to 


judge the .distance and let your car 
coast to the point at which you wish 
to stop. This will save the brake lin- 
ing and other parts, so that they will 
not need to be replaced so often.

NEW YORK. May 11.—Gutzon Bors- 


lum, accused of having sought secretly 
to capitalize his friendship with Presi- 
dent Wilson by undertaking to promote 
a private airplane company, issued a 
formal statement today denying "any 
connection now or at any time," with 
any airplane production concern or any 
plan to organize such a company.

Declaring that the hernia from which 
he is suffering Is one which was ar- 
tificially produced in 1010 with his 
consent, in order that he might there- 
by escape military service in Russia, 
Prank J. Donahue of the industrial ac- 
cident board has dismissed the claim 
of Charles Rosen ol 135 Howard St., 
Lowell, for additional compensation 
tinder the 
workmen's 
compensation 


act.Rosen has been employed by 
the 


United States Cartridge company, and 
claimed that on Nov. 16 last, while 
faking rolls of lead from a cellar, he 
felt a severe pain 'in the right groin 
and upon a physician's advice submit- 
ted to an operation in St. John's hos- 
pital Dec. 3. 
In the meantime,, he 


received 513.07 each week from 
the 


Travelers Insurance company, which 
had insured the Cartridge company 
against industrial accident. 
The com- 


pany, however, suspended the pay- 
ments on Feb. 4 and on Koacn's claim 
for further payments the matter came 
before the industrial accident board. 


After hearing all the testimony in 


the case, Mr. Donahue, of the indus- 
trial accident board made this find- 
ing:Upon tho evidence in this case I 
find that the employe voluntarily sub- 
mitted to the artificial production of 
a hernia in Russia in lyio, to escape 
military service in that country; that 
in 1911 he was operated upon for the 
cure of this hernia at London, Ont.; 


that a severe sepsis -followed the op- 
eration and he was confined to the 
hospital at that time for live months; 
that in 191-' he was obliged to wear 
a truss to hold his hernia and that 
lie wore this truss steadily up to the 
time of his second operation in D^cem- 
ber, 1017; that in 1912, up to the time 
of his operation in December, 1917, he 
had a hernia in his right side; that 
| in December, 1917, he was operated 
upon by the insurer's physician for 
the cure of this hernia; that sepsis 
again resulted, and the operating sur- 
geon was obliged to remove the stitch- 
es and allow the wound to heal by the 
filling in of scar tissue; that the con- 
dition following this second operation 
was the same as that which existed 
following the first operation and un- 
doubtedly was produced by the same 
cause, i. e., that because of the wound 
healing in with the scar tissue, the 
inguinal region was left in a weak-
